The wind was fresh 
from the west and tie watér rough, 
yet these girls undertook to -manage 
the canoe in t! face of conditions 
which would have presented discourag- 
‘ing features to strong men and expert 
cunoeists. The girls were able to , ad- 
die the canoe out into the stream and 
part way across, but when the full 
force of the west wind, which here ob- 
tains a direct’ sweep down the river, 
Struck them, they became powerless. 
Then their canoe was swept against the 
flash boards and the dam and over in- 
to the whirlpool bencoath. It was here 
while endeavoring to reach the body of 
one of the girls, that Seymour J. Leigh- 
ton, the third victim, met h‘s death. 

This tragedy was enacted in view of 
thousands of spectators who had gath- 
ered to witness the regatta on the riv- 
er. Like a thrilling melodrama _ the 
plot unfolded, the girls starting off, 
happy and joyous in thefr canoe, the 
strong sweep of wind and-= current 
quickly overcoming their feeble 
strength, the drifting of the canoe 
against the dam flash boards. Here, 
for a moment the canoe poised, and 
would have held, Succor was near at 
hand. Alexander Ritchie and William 
Ward and Policeman Caffrey, in ¢ca- 
noes had become aroused to the girls’ 
danger, and pursued the rapidly drift- 
ing boat. When it was stopped by the 
projecting frons on top of the dam 
Which are used to hold the flash. boards 
in place, the rescuers were close pbe- 
hind. Ritchie called to the girls to 
reach him a paddle, with the aid of 
Which he could have hauled them to 
safety. 3ut one girl apparently lost 
her presence of mind, for she put one 
foot over the side of the canoe, 

This action raised the canoe on the 
side it had caught against the dam. 
In a moment it had been swept 
its occupants over the dam and 
the swirling waters below. 

The river is unusually high for this 
season. The long continued rains of 
last week's and Saturday afternoon's 
cloudburst had brought the water up 
several feet. higher than usual, Even 
after going over the dam_ the girls 
might have escaped with their lives, if 
rescue had been near at hand, About 
25 years ago four South Lawrence boys 
went over the dam in a boat, and some 
of them are living today to tell 
their experiences. But the girls were 
hetpless. It is doubtless if they reai- 
ized their danger until the last mo- 
ment.

A Japanese Ultimatum to Russia 


The belief that the main Russian army under General Kuropatkin, 
with base at Liaoyang, was hopelessly flanked and at the mercy of the 
united Japanese forces of Kuroki and Oku, and that the great Russian 

fortress of Port Arthur was about to be taken 
by Japan found confirmation in the action of 
‘the Japanese cabinet, June 30. Field Marshal 
Oyama, who had been appointed to the supreme 
command of the Japanese forces afield, was 
authorized to send an ultimatum to Kuro- 
patkin demanding that he surrender or suffer 
complete annihilation of his great army. A copy 
of this was to be sent to all the powers. 

Prior to this the Russian syuadron on June 
23 had suffered another disastrous reverse. 
Having cleared the mouth of the harbor suf, 
ficiently, the repaired battleships, cruisers and 
destroyers came out either to attack’ or to 
escape. At all events, Togo’s fleet was ready 
for them and succeeded in sinking the battle- 
ship Peresviet and crippling two cruisers with 
large“loss of life: 

The operations in Manchuria consisted of 

a series of skirmishes along a 120 mile frontage 
from the railroad at Kaiping eastward to Fengwangcheng and thence 
northeast to the Motien and Sichao mountain passes. In most of these 
fights the Japs were victorious, and thé Russians were forced to retreat 
continually. Heavy losses were reported on both sides, but the rigid 
censorship delayed accurate ‘information. ~

But one 
girl apparently lost her presence of 
mind, for she put one foot over the side 
of the canoe. 

This action raised the canoe on the 
Side it had scaught against the dam.

TO my mind the benertits 
have peen very largely. underestimated, 
while’ the real evils have been, in the 
maim, overlooked and the most serious 
dangers unrecognized. 

Let me say at the outset that Tama 
firm and am enthusiastic believer in 
school and college athletics. I pity the 
schoolmaster who sees in athletics only 
a necessary evil, which he would gladly 
do away with if he could, and who 
does not recognize in them an efficient 
safety valve’ for youthful spirits and a 
splendid moral force in the life and ad- 
ministration of his institution. 

The first duty of the school, as well 
as the college, is to train its students 
mentally, morally anq physically. In 
themselves, athletics offer splendid op- 
portunities for this training, but ath- 
letic contests are coming to-be regard- 
ed more and more as an end rather 
than a means. Far too much import- 
ance is attached to success until noth- 
ing short of victory will satisfy the 
contestant or his friends. Questionable

David Morris Found Dead in Marland

To Help the Negro. 

Prof. George C. Burrage, Ph.B., of 
Danvers, Mass., Who has completed a 
decade of service in the Ballard Normal 
School, Macon, ‘sa, for the colored 
people of Central Georgia, is in) Boston 
in the interests of the school. Several 
of the: leading benefactors of the school 
are Massachusetts citizens ana natives 
of suburban Boston. The chief building 
was donated by Stephen Ballard, a 
native ef Andover, after whose family 
Ballardvale, Mass., Was named. A Mas- 
sachusetts lady gave the girls’ dormitory. 
The school is beginning to employ its 
own graduates. as teachers, two graduates 
being thus employed at present. Six 
local colored teachers have been found 
competent during the last: year. The 
colored teachers are said’ to be’ excep- 
tionally successful in controlling pupils 
own race. Until the colered 
men learn to support their own families 
and to prevent the engagement of their 
wives as domestics, says Prof. Burrage, 
there is little hope for the colored people, 
No g¥aduate of the Ballard School dur- 
ing the last ten years has been idle or 
vicious. The majority are teachers. 

Ballard Normal School is entirely 
without endowment, and is dependent 
for its support upon the American Mis- 
sionary Association and the tuition 
received from the students.

management to help a number of needy 
students each year.

And this man, often, I regret to 
say, passes his time in instructing his 
pupils in the arts of deceit and dishon- 
esty. IT have Seen many a college ath- 
lete coach devoting his time to teach- 
ing his young followers how they may 
cleverly disobey the rules of the game 
without risk of detection, and I think 
that Iam safe in saying that the ma- 
jority of conches are more or less given 
to this business. Surely athletics which 
depend for their success upon dishones- 
and hatred are in need of a vigorous 
overhauling. How many school masters 
know what their bovs are being taught 
on the athletic field? Yet have we not 
a right to know? If care is required in 
selecting as teachers men of character 
land sound mor.! influence, even more 
important is it to my mind that th? 
}men to whom the undeveloped youth 
jlook with reverence and admiration 
should be men who are actuated by 
principles of honesty and uprightness. 

For dishonesty in the classroom we 
subject our pupils to the severest dis- 
cipline. Dishonesty on the ball field we

I have ‘no patience with those who 
most loudly protest against the physi- 
cal dangers of football, ‘who busy 
themselves with the framing of elibi- 
gility rules, whereby scores of honest, 
deserving students are debarred from. 
the privilege of representing their 
school or college on the @lamond or 
gridiron, who regard summer bali 
plaving as a horrible crime and who 
would restrict American athletics to 
an aristocratic or leisure class. 

The gravest dangers are of another 
sort. Certain elements of roughness 
should and no doubt will be eliminated, 
The real professional element must be 
debarred,. But the present agitation 
has sadly missed its mark, and while 
I sympzuthize with thie motive of some 
of these would-be reformers, I am get- 
fing to sympathfze less and less with 
their methods and even with the end 
they have in- view, 

Existing conditions furnish strong 
temptations to boys to deceive and to 
misrepresent. The restrictions are feit 
to be in a large measure unjust. And 
boys are taught that undetected de- 
ception in games is a commendadle 
thing. Hence they are not likely to 
adopt a wholly different standard 
when their own personal interests aie 
involved, Can we wonder, then, that 
schools and colleges look With ‘suspi- 
cioh on the acts of their rivals and on 
the standing of individuals? Give us 
clean, honest sport, backed by a sen- 
timent that refuses to tolerate any at- 
tempt. at deception and trickery and 
we shall have littl occasion to search 
for professionalism among our fellows, 
or to waste our time in framing elig- 
ibility rules that are already becoin- 
ing as -cumbersome and ridiculous as 
the ancient code of the Pharisees. 

One. or two simple rules by way of 


understanding may be desirable, per- 
haps necessary, but the fewer the 
better. If we consider: our” rival a 


worthy foe, surely we can trust him to 
do the square thing. The senseless and 


disgraceful wrangles which are con- 
stantly taking place between our 
higher institutions of learning over 


the question of their athletic relations 
are a disgrace to the institutions 
themselves and a menace to their in- 
fluence: “We need less “red tape" and 
more common sense and mujupl confi- 
dence.

THE FIRST PIANO: 


lt was a harpsichord maker, . ‘Cristo- 
fori, in the employ of the Duke of Tus- 
cany, who in 1711 made the first, suc- 
cessful piano. As curator of Ferdinand 
de Medici he had a splendid collection 
of Belgian, French and Italian instru- 
ments to look after, and this undoubt- 
sedly*aided him, though the model was 
so crude that the inventor could never 
have dreamed a monument would ever 
be erected in his memory. There are 
only 2 grand pianoforts of Cristofori 
In eXistence, 

One decorated in gold and Chinese 
figures is in Florence and the other is 
in the Crosby-Brown collection in the 
Metropolitan Art Museum, Three 
documents. attest the authenticity of 
this last instrument which was pur- 
chused from Signor Diego Martelli. 

From this feeble beginning a, long 
lise of names could be mentioned of 
men who helped perfect the piario. But 
factories alone could never have 
achieved without royalty to encourage 
and virtuosos to play, Frederick the 
Great ordered 5 pianos for his palace 
where they can be seen at the present 
day. Marie Antoinette was a patron 
of the art, and Clementi in England 
and Mozart in Germany introduced 
the instruments so it became a part 
of life. It was in Pleyel’s concert room 
that Chopin played.-and our later firms 
have brought ou’ a long list of ar- 
tists, Joseffy, Paderewski and others.

TROYED BY FIRE. 


BOSTON, July 5—The immense grain 
elevator of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road company, one of the largest in 
the world, together with freight 
houses Nos. 1, 2, and 3 on piers 1 and 
2, Mystic wharf, Charlestown, were 
burned tonight entailing a loss that 
will, exceed $1,000,000. 


» 
Three lives are supposed to have 
been lost, those of sailors of the Al- 
lan line steamer Austrian, which was 
lying at Pier 1, and who with 34 fel!- 
low seamen jumped overboard to save 
themselves from the flames which had 
communicated to their vessel. Olga 
Olson, boatswainmate, and Patrick 
Meehan, fireman, are among the sup- 
posed victims. The body of James 
Flynn was recovered, 
Most of the crew 
but 11 of their number who were more 
or less singed or bruised, were res- 
oye by boats and taken to the hos~ 

pital. 


3efore the fire on board the steam-~ 
er could be gotten under control. by 
the fleet of tug: boats that had hauled 
her out into the stream, all the upper 
works had been burned to the ,deck. 
The steamer arrived yesterday and had 
discharged a p rt of her cargo, this 
portion, which included $30,000 worth 
of Scotch whiskey, being burned in 
the freight house. P 

The fire started shortly after §& 
o'clock during a heavy thunder storie 
when a bolt of lightning struck = th: 
northeast end of freight house No. 2 
{in which was stored a quantity of hay 
The flames gathered -lheadway quiek- 
ly and communicated to Houses num- 
bers 1 and 3 ar: from the latter tc 
the big elevator building further west. 
So rapidly did the fire spread that 
the fire brigade of the company which 
attempted to check the progress were 
forced.to run for their lives, 

The elevator, which was built about 
10 years ago, was said’ to be the 
largest in existence at that time, hav- 
ingoa capacity of 200,000 busHels, but 
as near as can be figured it held not 
over 100,000, bushels of grain today, 
largely wheat. ee rn ee 
“This made splendid .uel and the fire 
gained in fierceness. as It, continued 
onde 2. fem ites Bier BS ete 
the’ flames wéré~¥hodting tn srieets” 
from the very top of 
ture and the entire intcrior 
monster furnace, 

Second and third alarms 
omitted, and a fourth alarm 
sounded calling a large number 
engines and other apparatus to 
scene. Chelsea also sent assistance. 

The elevator and freight shed wer« 
in close proximitty to the bridge con- 
necting Chelsea and Boston, and! so 
intense was the heat that for several 
hundred feet along the side nearest 
the burning buildings, the bridge was

Telegraph and electric. light poles on 
the bridge were also on fire many 


times. 

The fire was a most spectacular one 
and as darkness came on thé upper 
harbor was lighted up by thé = glow. 
Fortunately it was a dead calm and 
the great shower of sparks arose al- 
most. perpendicularly, thus failing to 
reach the other houses of the company 
ov the adjacent piers, and after the 
moments the efforts of the 
firemen were devoted to drenching the 
outsides of the surrounding buildings 
to prevent their being ignited by the 
intense heat. 

The Allan line” steamer’ Austrian 
which arrived yesterday, was lying on 
the east side of Pier 1 when the fire 
started. When it was seen that the 
vessel was in the track of the flames, 
a desperate attempt was made. by 
those on board to get her from’ her 
moorings, and finding their efforts un- 
availing. and the fire being close upon 
them, all of the crew jumped for 
their lives.into the water. Meanwhile 
tugs had come to the assistance of the 
Austrian and she was towed into mid- 
stream where the fire was extinguished 
but the entire: upper works and rig- 
ging had been burned to the deck. The 
fact that the Austrian was the only 
steamer lying at Pier 1 was fortunate 
as others woul have undoubtedly 
have suffered as did that \essel.’ . 

The amount of freight in the freight 
houses would also have been greater 
had there teen other vessels discharg- 
ing. . It fs difficult to estimate the loss 
definitely until the exact amount of 
freight in the different houses is as- 
certainedé 

The buildings on the pier with their 
contents are completely -destroyed and’ 
the wharf itself is practically ruined 
The loss on the elevattor will be at 
least $400,000 and on the contents 
$100,000 more. Losses on the freight 
houses, their contents, their piers amd 
to the steamer Austrian will eastly 
swell the total to more than $1,000,000. 

Among the’ steamship companies 
which will suffer losses on freight 
‘stored in the houses destroyed are’ thie 
Allan- line, Scandanavian-American 
line, the Wilson line; the Scandinavian- 
American company losing 104 bales of 
goat skins, valued at $20,000. 

A Pole, who was employed as a 
longshoreman on Pier No. 1, by the 
Wilson line, has be#tn missing since 
the fire, but it is not certain that he 
will not turn up safe and sound later.

The 
Philippines, the Boer war, Jerusalem, 
Morocco, each occupies a good sized 
area; While the U.S. Life Saving Ser- 
vice, the Ferris wheel, and the lofty 
tower of the wireless telegraphy system, 
require no small space. 

Some of the finest bands of the world 
are here, and the eoncerts of various 
sorts number from six to twenty every 
day. Usually “ there are two daily 
parades, either in connection with some 
organization, the celebration of some 
historical event (e.g. Yesterday was set 
aside in honor of George Rogers Clarke, 
the intrepid explorer), or the dedication 
of some natpnal or state building. To- 
day New York dedicated her state build- 
ing, and Governor Odell gavea reception. 
Twice each day a grand concert is given 
in Festival hall; and great athletic events 
are presented on the stadium. 

Thus it will be seen that aside from its 
educational and historical value there 
are attractions so numerous about this 
exposition as to make every American 
want tosee it. And when one has gazed 
across the plaza upon the stairway of 
cascades, dim in the twilight, and has 
seen them flash and leap under the blaze 
of thousands of electric lights he feels 
like the Queen of Sheba before the 
throne of Solomun—the half is not to be 
told.
